State of Trade as Reported in Dun's 
Weekly Review. 
New York, Dec. 19.—R. G. Dun ft 
Co.'s weekly review of trade says: 
Business is decidedly better than at 
any recent date, and the improvement 
is not confined to activity in holiday 
goods, although the best reports con­ 
cern those lines. 
Continued low tem­ 
perature not only stimulate retail sales, 
but jobbers are receiving supplement­ 
ary order* for seasonable goods, and 
collections are prompt. 
Building permits issued during No­ 
vember exceeded the same month last 
year. 
Railway tonnage is heavy and 
several manufacturing branches are 
starting idle machinery. 
On the other 
hand. there is no improvement of the 
situation in the cotton induS^.y and 
fuel producers are restricting output. 
Confidence is increasing in the iron 
and steel industry and the feeling is 
becoming more general th at prices 
will not be materially lower except 
possibly in some departm ents 
that 
have not yet participated in the read­ 
justment. 
It is encouraging to find 
some improvement in demand for pig 
iron, although no extensive tonnage is 
expected to be taken until 1904. 
The steel markets have been in a 
Btate of uncertainty during the past 
week, owing to the numerous meet­ 
ings in progress for the settlem ent of 
price lists and wage scales. 
Most pro­ 
ducers 
insisted 
that 
new 
business 
would not be accelerated by further 
concessions, yet outside mills were 
Offering better terms, notably in the 
case of billets. 
Structural material is 
gradually reviving, contracts for new 
bridges and buildings coming forward, 
and it is known that much construc­ 
tion work is scheduled for early In tho 
spring 
Failures this week numbered 329 In 
the United States, against 267 last 
year, and in Canada 20, compared 
with IO a year ago.

State of Trade as Reported in Dun’s 
W eekly Review. 
New York, Dec. 19.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade says: 
Easiness is decidedly better than at 
any recent date, and the improvement 
is not confined to activity in holiday 
goods, although the best reports con­ 
cern those lines. 
Continued low tem­ 
perature not only stimulate retail sales, 
but jobbers are receiving supplement­ 
ary orders for seasonable goods, and 
collections are prompt. 
Building perm its issued during No­ 
vember exceeded the same month last 
year. 
Railway tonnage is heavy and 
several m anufacturing branches are 
starting idle machinery. On the other 
hand, there is no improvement of the 
situation in the cotton induS^y and 
fuel producers are restricting output. 
Confidence is increasing in the iron 
and steel industry and the feeling is 
becoming more general that prices 
will not be materially lower except 
possibly in some 
departments 
that 
have not yet participated in the read­ 
justment. 
It is encouraging to find 
some improvement in demand for pig 
iron, although no extensive tonnage is 
expected to be taken until 1904. 
The steel m arkets have been In a 
state of uncertainty during the past 
week, owing to the numerous meet­ 
ings in progress for the settlement of 
price lists and wage scales. 
Most pro­ 
ducers 
insisted 
th at 
new 
business 
would not be accelerated by further 
concessions, yet outside mills were 
offering better terms, notably in the 
case of billets. 
Structural material is 
gradually reviving, contracts for new 
bridges and buildings coming forward, 
and it is known that much construc­ 
tion work is scheduled for early in tho 
spring. 
Failures this week numbered 329 in 
the United States, against 267 last 
year, and in Canada 20, compared 
with 16 a year ago.

One of the most interesting histor­ 
ical sections of the Kiskimlnetas val­ 
ley is old Town. Very few of the pres 
eat residents of this prosperous re 
gion rem ember much, 
if anything, 
about this place, but there are some 
who have kept alive the traditions. 
Old Town was an ancient Indian 
town, and It was located on the bank 
of the Kiskimiatas river about oppo­ 
site to iii*' site of the present town 
of Saltsburg, in Indiana county, Pa. 
The importance of Old Town lay in 
the fact I hat its location on tile river 
gave easy communication in two di­ 
rections, and it was also on an impor­ 
tant fork, or branch, of the great Kit­ 
tanning trail.

Old Town was an ancient Indian 
town, and it was located on tin* Hank 
of the Kiskimiatas river about oppo­ 
site to the s i t e of the present town 
>>f Saltsburg, in Indiana county, Ba 
I The importance of Old Town lay in 
tho fact that its location on the riv.*r 
I gave easy communication in two <Ji- 
j ruction: , and it was also on an inipo.*- 
j taut fork, or branch, of the great Kit- 
I tanning trail. Old Town is mentioned, 
either directly or by plain inference. 
in a number of the early journals in 
the early period of local history. 
Conrad Weiser says in his journal 
of a trip to the Ohio country that he 
crossed ‘ iviskentinetos 
creek” 
and 
came to the Ohio river. Of course, by 
the Ohio lie meant the Allegheny, 
which at that time was considered one 
stream with the Ohio. Weiser’* spell­ 
ing of the Kiskiminetas is also indica­ 
tive of the loose 
methods then 
Iii 
vogue of taking over 
Indian 
nantica 
into 
English. Every 
fellow spelled 
them according to the way they sound­ 
ed to his ears. As fas 
as 
can be 
judged, the location of the p l a c e w hen 
Weiser crossed “Kiskeminetos creek" 
was at the ford hard by the site of OI.! 
Town. 
Christian Frederick Post, in bis ac­ 
count of the journey he made west­ 
ward in 1758, says: "At 3 o’clock vvy 
came to Kiskemeneco, an old Indian 
town, a rich bottom, well timbered, 
good Ane English grass, well watered, 
and lays waste since the war began." 
Old Town was a principal landmark 
for the original settlers in the Kis­ 
kiminetas valley. 
They located other 
points, according 
to 
their relation 
with this ancient Indian community. 
There are old deeds on record which 
describe land as being here or there 
in the vicinity of Old Town. As the 
great war which Post mentioned ru­ 
ined the town, it is not known whether 
it ever regained its former impor­ 
tance as an Indian center of insula­ 
tion. 
Soon after this the tide of white set­ 
tlement began lapping about it. and 
in a few years the red man no longer 
abode there. 
He had been forced on 
westward 
toward 
the setting sun. 
Soon Old Town was obliterated, and 
in the course of time it became ordy 
a phantom village, resting indistictly 
in the minds of a few who are inter­ 
ested in historical research.

the forests of Ohio, West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania between lone woodsmen 
and prowling red warriors.

for the most part unchronicled an I 
unsung, many of these quiet death 
grapples amid the lonely forest trails 
are as worthy of the honor of being 
memorialized in epic strains as were 
those which Homer and Virgil chron­ 
icled in their deathless verse. 
One such encounter took place in 
northwestern Pennsylvania during tho 
closing years of the eighteenth cen­ 
tury which is well worthy of note. 
Unfortunately the details of the inci­ 
dent can only be guessed at from the 
few known facts, but it is full of stren­ 
uous tragedy. 
The city of Meadville takes its name 
from a family named Mead, who were 
among the first white settlers there. 
Among them was David and John 
Mead. The father of these two men was 
Darius Mead. 
Along in the summer of 1791 Darias 
Mead, while traveling in the vicinity 
of where Franklin now is, was cap­ 
tured by the Indians, who were lurk­ 
ing along every trail to catch the un­ 
wary traveler. 
Juse what took place in detail can­ 
not be told. A short time afterward 
the body of Mead was found lying in 
the forest, and by his side was th" 
body of his captor, a noted Delaware 
chief 
named 
Captain 
Bull. 
There 
were evidences of a great fight be­ 
tween the two foes, and so evenly 
were they matched that, after a long 
and wearisome struggle, the duel end­ 
ed in the death of both the combat­ 
ants. The bodies were found on the 
bank of Sheaango creek, in Mercer 
county, and were buried side bv side 
where they lay,

The great middle class is all right and 
has my respect, but ut tbs present mo­ 
ment It is getting the worst of It. Most 
of Its members ure on salary, with In­ 
comes ranging from 
to fn.OOO. 
Their share In our prevailing prosper­ 
ity consists In drawing the same sti­ 
pend as In former years and In paying 
from IO to 50 iwr cent more for every 
commodity purchased and for every 
service rendered by ‘tho groat lower 
class.* They are thus being ground be­ 
tween the proverbial tipper and lower 
millstones and do not seem to relisb 
It.” 
"There seems to bo a decided differ­ 
ence of opinion about Who Is the more 
responsible for this general rise In the 
price of everything we use,” said 
Judge Sawyer.

Ile therefore closed his 
eyes aud ears to the nights and sounds 
of the conflict which raged about him. 
He wiyi flattered by the repeated dec­ 
larations that be was of the sturdy and 
practical middle cia*, which stood be­ 
tween the contending factions and by 
the fore** of public opinion compelled 
obedience to bls wishes. Once In awhile 
lie arose and found himself In the up­ 
per, or employing, class. 
Then bls. 
views changed. 
His attitude of calm 
disinterestedness 
disappeared. 
Then 
again he found himself crowded Into 
the lower, or wage earning, class, and 
be saw a great light. He learned that 
wages were determined by the law of 
demand; that the more he demanded 
the more he would receive, abd that 
contentment with existing rates was 
the sure precursor of a reduction In 
wages. He w ondered at the calm which 
prevailed in the division of salaried 
workers and marveled that he had not 
been able to better understand th# 
altus of the wage tollers. 
“When the present era arrived lf 
found the legions of organized labor 
triumphant over the scattered and tin 
organized workers and able not only 
to say who should work, but also for 
how much he should work. 
For the 
first time In modern history the ma 
Jority of workers were enrolled in a 
highly disciplined army. The serenity 
of th** salaried division was still un­ 
disturbed. 
Organized 
capital 
over 
whelmed the individual owners of 
wealth ami was so firmly Intrenched 
that It was able to dictate prices. 
It 
bud the alternative of fighting organ 


fzed labor or of making an offensive 
uud defensive alliance with it. 
lo a 
series of preliminary skirmishes, of 
which the coal strike was the most 
Important and decisive, organised cap­ 
ital was worsted. 
Then it was the 
Decision was made to form a compact 
with organized labor, make the most 
favorable terms possible, wage concert­ 
ed warfare on all outside the breast­ 
works aud divide the profits with their 
tildes. 
With the formation of this 
treaty there was given a semblance of 
truth to that formerly absurd phrase 
‘the Interests of capital and labor are 
Identical.’ It was tacitly agreed to tax 
the public all that It could pay.” 
"Whom do you include among those 
most seriously roe na ceil by this condi­ 
tion of affairs?” asked Judge Sawyer. 
"It seems to me that there are others 
besides those who draw salaries. There 
are tijousauds aud thousands who have 
no moans of support other than the In­ 
terest on money invested or In the rev­ 
enues 
from 
bonds and 
m ortgage 
There Is a small army of persons, la 
eluding uiauy of the widows and or­ 
phans, xvhose existence you sometimes 
deride, Mho are la receipt of fixed in 
comes of a few hundred to a few thou­ 
sand dollars a yeur. 
Borne of these 
work or are lu busluesa, but I am re­ 
ferring to the lft!»e faction which de­ 
pends on the returns from school and 
w ater bonds or fyurn mortgages and 
similar investments.

"Ile Is 
a fair type of the so called ‘great mid 
die class' which Is so proud of itself 
anil which is fond of assuring the 
world that It settles all problems and 
rules the destinies of the republic. 
The great middle class Is all right and 
has my respect, hut ut the present mo­ 
ment It Is getting the worst of It. Most 
«if Its members are on salary, with In­ 
comes ranging from $900 to Jfn.OOii. 
Their share In our prevailing prosper­ 
ity cohabits Iii drawing the saint* sti­ 
pend as In former years and la paying 
from lo to 50 per cent more for every 
commodity purchased and fur every 
service rendered by ‘the great lower 
class.' They are thus being ground be­ 
tween the proverbial upper and lower 
millstones and do not seem to relish 
It.” 
“There seems to lie a decided differ­ 
e n c e of opinion about w ho Is tile more 
responsible for this general rise in the 
price of everything we use,” said 
Judge Sawyer. 
“The manufacturers 
claim that they have been forced to 
advance their prices on account of the 
higher wage scale, and the workmen 
assert that they have been compelled 
to Insist on more pay on aeeuuut of 
the lncrenst*d cost of living. 
I am cu­ 
rious to know how it will end.” 
“The unions will have to give in and 
work f<>r less money. 
That’s how It 
will end,” declared Postmaster Jenkins. 
“They have kept on striking and de­ 
manding more money until they threat 
«>n to ruin our prosperity. I notice that ■ 
the government has not raised my pay, 
and I have to work twice as laird as 
I did three years ago. 
I don't go on 
strike.” 
“Perhaps that Is the reason why you 
ure worse off than you were,” suggest­ 
ed Colonel Monroe. 
“Capital organ­ 
ized aud went on a strike, aud a suc­ 
cessful strike It was. 
Then manual 
and skilled labor followed suit. 
Both 
of these factions claim all the credit 
fur the prevailing prosperity, and, rea­ 
soning from cause to effect, It is diffi­ 
cult for *otne to refute their argu­ 
ments. 
"Von ore the representative of a 
class. Friend Jenkins,” continued Colo­ 
nel Monroe, "who by reason of the fact 
that they draw ll xiii salaries have as 
sullied that it was not necessary to dis 
tm h their minds about the questions 
which concerned Hie employer and tile 
wage earning employee. Secure Iii the

year was coming* to him, tin 
man has watched the long drawn light 
between capital and labor without ad­ 
mitting that he belonged to either fac­ 
tion. Realizing that ids thousand must

“Most assuredly,” returned Colonel 
Monroe. "It Is their turn to experience 
tho exhilaration of mental exercise. 
They have been even more self satis­ 
fied than those who performed some ac­ 
tual physical or rnentul service for 
money received. 
The clipper of bond 
coupons or the xvur pensioner Is as pow­ 
erless to increase his income as is the 
salaried clerk of a 
corporation, the city 
employee, tho com­ 
mercial salesman, the 
retained lawyer, the 
schoolteacher, 
th e 
clergyman, the actor, 
the newspaper man, 
tho bauk clerk or 
cashier or the num­ 
berless 
other 
posi­ 
tions In which fixed 
salaries are paid. It 
is against all of these 
Judge Sawyer, 
that the massed ar­ 
tillery of organized labor and capital la 
directed. The farmer compels them to 
pay more for his wheat; the landlord 
raises the rent, the butcher tho price of 
his steaks; tht* tailor adds a few dollars 
to his bill for a suit of clothes; the gas 
corporation increases the rate for gas 
or lowers Its quality, which amounts 
to the same thing. Every one who sells 
him an article or renders a service 
levies tribute on this class, which is 
powerless to retaliate. They have crip­ 
pled the purchasing value of his fixed 
supply of dollars. 
U ke him, they all 
pay more, but they receive more. 
It 
eosts hint $8,000 to build the hwuse 
which his predecessor erected for a 
thousand dollars less.” 
"He bus just reason for protest,” de­ 
clared Judge 
Sawyer. 
“Prices and 
wages have been advanced beyond all 
reason.” 
“Perhaps they have,” admitted the 
colonel, “hut if they have what Is the 
public going to do about it? 
That is 
the question now before the house. 
The wage earner is getting an Insig­ 
nificant part of the proceeds, but Jen­ 
kins and others of us actually see him 
getting it, and we naturally direct our 
animosity against him. 
We do not see 


the capitalist when he deposits added 
profits to his bank credit, and we do 
not kuow how much it amounts to, so 
he largely escapes our wrath. 
It has 
been a long time since tilt* physical 
worker held the whip end, and he may 
be expected to hold It as securely as 
possible. 
Inasmuch as the Item of 
wages Is a mutter to be settled be­ 
tween the employer and his employees. 
I confess that I do not see that this 
third class has anything to say In the 
premises.

(zed capital is to raise prices aud ta 
lower wages. 
Having made a compro­ 
mise with a faction of their employee*, 
being forced to this move by nu or­ 
ganization as stubborn and compact 
us their own, they will naturally turn 
against the undisciplined and inert sal­ 
aried (juss us offering the only re­ 
maining source of retrenchment. 
In 
tho years to come the complacent and 
satisfied thousand dollar a year man 
will have to fight to hold his own, aud 
he will not win until he has suffered 
uiuny defeats. He Is the only one now 
openly exposed to fire.” 
“He will make a hard fight when 
once he realizes that h«| Is in danger,1 
laid the judge. 
“He will need to,” concluded Colonel 
Monroe.

Chinese Treaty Ratified.

College— Three Dead Bodies

Nashville, Tenn., Dec. 19.—W alden 
university, a colored institution, is 
burning. 
Students, male and fem ale, 
jumped from windows. 
From 25 to 
40 killed and injured. 
Three dead bodies have been re­ 
moved from under the windows where 
they fell. They are M attie Lou Moore, 
Huntsville, Ala.; Stella Edison, Mis­ 
sissippi, and an unknown. 
It is feared there are many more in 
the burning building. 
The num ber of 
injured is estim ated at 50 and every 
ambulance in the city has been brought 
into requisition. 
The fire broke out in the Tennessee 
college for young women, a depart­ 
ment of W alden university. T he build­ 
ing was four stories high and was oc­ 
cupied by about 60 students. 
It had 
no fire escapes and a wild stam pede 
followed the alarm , the inm ates jum p­ 
ing from windows in droves, the south 
side of the grounds under th e win­ 
dows being literally lined w ith th** 
students. 
T he greatest confusion pre­ 
vailed and it is impossible to secure 
any tangible details.

cere the genuine notes were fastened 
to a board and photographed. 
The 
counterfeit note* were enlargem ents 
made from the negative and w ere 
printed on a fine quality of bond pa 
per which had been treated w ith a 
sensitized photographic solution. The 
color work and the im itation of tho 
silk threads found in genuine paper 
were done w ith colored pencils. 
The 
counterfeits w ere perfect reproduc­ 
tion* of th e original with th e excep 
tlon th at the color could be washed off.
